Stand ewners, 
caterers, tradesmen, and conductors of busi- 
mese enterprises of all kinds in London and 
throughout the country were underwri 
against losses from the suspension of the 
coronation functions, an immense amount 
of insurance has been effected at high rates 


by underwriters for an enormous amount on 
special clause providing for Security against 


for any cause. 


Many prominent stand owners had sold 
seats with the understanding that the money 
would be refunded if the processions were 
deferred, but this was not a general practice: 
The business of providing seats had been 
heavily overdone and a slump in en has 
been generally predicted. 

Great losses will be caused by the post-

First Appearance as Sovereign. 
King Edward's firet public appearance in 
state after his accession to the throne was 
on Feb. 14, when he opened the first pariia- 
ment of his réign in state. The spectacle 
had a novelty and a splendor unprecedented 
within the memory of the oldest Londoner 
then living. It was a spectacle that carried 
London back to the days of the chivalry. of 
medievalism. 

Not a feature of ceremony was omitted. | 
King Edward moved in procession with his 
court from St. James to Westminster, and 
received the homage of the houses of lords 
and commons, just as King Henry VIII did 
400 years before. * 

There were beefeaters in red and black 
medieval garb, Hfe guards in brilliant red 
loaks and white plumed helmets, postilions; 
and walking men in scarlet and gold la 
livéries, ushers, ellversticks, and a score of 


officials in royal insignia. : 


Arriving at parliament house the king and 
queen marched between living walls of peers 
and peeresses, all clad in the robes repre- 
senting their rank. Before the king walked 
the marquis of Londonderry, carrying the 
gorgeously jeweled sword of state, and the 
marquis of Winchester bearing the cap of 
maintenance. When seated upon his throne 
the king took the oath and reed his first 
speech to parliament. 


Tt was during this ceremony that the first 
serious political and religious controversy 
of Kind aware reign had its origin. As 
a part of the ceremony the king repeated 
after the Lord Chancellor the “no popery 
oath” imposed by the bill of rights and the 
act of settlement of the time of Charles II.

It is agreed also that 
science has made great progress toward an 
understanding of the disease. Perftyphlitis

When arrested at its Inception the disease 
yields readily to treatment, but when atten- 
tion to it ia delayed the infection extends to 
the surrounding tisswe and chances for fatal 
results are largely increased. Vermiform 
appendix means wormlike appendiz,"’ and 
the name is suggestive of the form of the 
organ. It is described in medical works as

When attending to her duty she would be 
overcome by an uncontrollable impulse, so 
powerful. that: nothing but fercible restraint 
would deteat the homicidal purpose. 


_ Enjoyed Seeing Patients Die. 
When the mania seized her she imme- 
no matter how nearly. recovered 
her patient was, administered a.poison that 
m a short time would make him uncon- 
scious. As morphine renders a subject 
drowsy, generally, the nurse reveled in see- | 
ing her victim slowly sleep his life away. 
Sometimes the patient had convulsions and 
then her mania was gratified. She enjo 
herself in the presence of death. 


Tried to Resuscitate Victims. 

“When the climax of the mania 
realized’ what I had done,“ she said. 
have known that my patients were dying. 
Then my greatest thought was to resuscitate 
them. I have then: worked over them try- 
ing to bring them back to consciousness... I 
have sent for doctors and other nurses and 
tried my best to save them. ;
